Poplin is one of the few Irish industries 


that has not been allowed to fall behind 
in the keen competition of the age. 
hands of the descendants of the Huguenots, 
who, owing to the Revocation of the Edict of 


In the 


Nantes, had to leave France, the trade still 


remains ; and with them the business is looked 


upon ag a close preserve. 

Poplin is the successful combination of 
silk and wool, the dyeing of which requires 
the greatest care and skill. The most 
delicate shades of this beautiful manufacture 
have to be produced to order. Considering 
the beauty and the great durability of the 
various varieties of this exquisite article the 
wonder is why it is so inexpensive. During 
the Horse Show week we are told the trade 
in this precious material was very hrisk. 
Why the manufacture of poplin should 
prosper in Dublin is to many a mystery. 
Anyhow, nothing approaching the excellence 
of the poplin manufactured in our city can 
be had elsewhere. Even royalty has con- 
descended to patronise the poplin manufac- 
ture in Dublin; and that for many years. 
In the poplin warehouse of Messrs. Atkinson 
and Co., College Green, there : re two bits, en- 
shrined in a glass case, ordered by the 
Duchess of Kent in 1836 for the late Queen, 
who was then Princess Victoria. The de- 
sign is the rose, shamrock and thistle, 
wrought in colours, and running in bands 
across a white ground. It has an old-time 
look now, this remnant of a dress worn by 
a young girl in the innocence of girlhood, 
whose heart then beat high with joyous hopes 
and still more joyous anticipation. She 
ascended the throne in 1837. What a link 
with a past, teeming with domestic and his- 
torical incidents, are not these little bits of

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THE MOTOR PICNIC. 


- 


HE cabin trunk is very useful, strapped 
to the grid of a car, to hold picnic 
requisites, but I found it rather un- 

wieldy and apt to get in the way, so I 
thought of a better plan. I ordered a box to 
be made, 32 x 12 x 12. It is divided into 
three compartments far holding kettle, etc., 
ware and ¢atables. Leather straps on the 
inside of the cover hold knives, spoons, forks. 

The box is securely fastened to the grid by 
iron plates, held in position by bolts, with 
wing nuts, which fasten on the inside. The 
boards forming the compartments can be 
removed at wili, and the picnic box is con- 
verted into a compact and handy trunk, It 
can be securely locked, enabling the car 
to be left unprotected in the town or highway 
without anxiety. It was specially useful for 
those who, after a day’s shopping, wish to 
spend a few hours at the theatre or at a 
friend’s house, doing away with the necessily 
of carrying rugs, parcels and entire equip- 
ment from house to house. 

At the cost of a few pence a four-legged 
grid can be obtained, and will be found very 
useful when making a fire out of doors, as 
stones are rather an uncertain support when 
boiling a kettle. The grid allows the air 
to circulate and the flames rise better; it 
also prevents the kettle falling bodily and 
putting the fire out, which so often happens 
on the usual fire of sticks. 

Last, but not least, is the water supply. I 
purchased at a hardware shop a gallon tin, 
with a screw top, which has proved admirable. 
With one of these cans filled with water it 
is not necessary to set out in search of road- 
side springs or streams, the cleanliness of

MORNING of brilliant sunshine, a

except a plea for “grown-up ” common 
sense. 

Those interested in the study oí child 
psychology will find more food for thought 
in a single morning at a popular seaside re- 
sort, than in a week s perusal of books on 
the ‘subject. 

Even in these days of educational 
enlightenment there is the yearly bathing 
ila to be witnesséd on almost every sea- 
shore 

With a thoughtless disregard for the life- 
long wrecking of a nervous system, with a 
callous indifference to the reaction of terror, 
a tiny helpless struggling screaming atom cf 
humanity is forcibly “‘ dipped in the sea ” by 
parents so lacking in common intelligence 
that they imagine they are adhering to the 
laws of health, whose every principle they 
violate. 

So is the joy of a life time murdered in 
childhood by would-be law-abiding citizens. 
Equally common are the scenes which cenire 
round the question of obedience, and again 
the lack ; common sense of those in 
authority is a noted characteristic. 

Only the other day one of the small 
tragedies of childh was enacted on a 
crowded seashore. 

A tiny curly headed youngster of two 
entrusted to the tender mercies of an unima- 
ginative elder sister, was faced with the 
horror, very real to many baby minds (for 
some unknown reason), of a pair of rubber 
paddlers. 

Without any effort to explain away his 
fears, or even to divert his attention into 
other channels, obedience was enforced by 
sheer muscular strength on a screaming, kick- 
ing atom of babyhood, whose resistance was 
still further punished bv a resort to the weak 
and senseless policy of slaps. 

Perhaps the climax of the tragedy lay in

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HINTS ON MOVING OUT. 


N the month of June I gave, in an article 
on Picnics, hints as to how, if not “poor. 
people, those that were not “well off, 

could organise picnics simply and satisfac- 
torily. Again, early in this month I made a 
a few holiday suggestions for the same people. 
When discussing “moving” in the present 
article I have those in mind, also, whose 
means are limited. 

This is the time of the year to move. The 
days are long, the weather should be (!) warm 
and dry. It is comparatively agreeable to 
move under these conditions. | propose to 
discuss ‘Moving Out,” now, and, a fortnight 
later, “ Moving In.” 

Anyone with money can ring up furniture 
removers and say: “Call at this address to- 
morrow and remove everything to another 
address.” Or even, as I have heard: '' Look 
well at the things in this room, how they are 

laced, their relative positions to one another. 

lace them in exactly the same positions in 
the next room. 

Thus a spoon need not be packed, a nail 
taken out of a carpet. Picnicking, of course, 
is involved for a day or two—things must be 
left out, the absolutely necessary, until one 
is ‘‘ settled in” onze more. But the furni- 
ture removers send men who do the rest. 
There are, of course, scales of prices for this, 
according to the amount of furniture, the 
distance, etc. It might not, after all, cost a very 
great deal. But I shall assume the moving 
is from one flat, a small flat, to another, and 
that twenty-five shillings is the maximum one 
has to spend thereon. 

The first step 1s to start preserving one's 
newspapers for a couple of months before- 
hand for packing china.. The next step is 
to look about for packing cases for books, 
china, etc. The grocer’s or the dairy are 
likely places to find these. It is well to 
make sure that they have covers, and, if not, 
stray pieces of wood that may be knocking 
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about the same shop would do as well, anc 
could be nailed on. If blankets have to be 
stored care must be taken that they be kept 
dry. ‘A large all-wood trunk is a good thing 
for them. Moth balls (and some may be 
bought that do not smell) should be left with 
them. Cushions might be put away with the 
blankets and a great quantity of breakables, 
pictures with glass, as well as ornaments 
and china, could be stored between these to 
form a padding. Other valuable china might 
be packed in a case to itself which, with 
the aid of paper wrappers fitted exactly. 

Paper should, of course, be wrapped wel! 
round every saucer, plate and cup, as wel! 
as stuffed between, and in the sides and 
corners. Old vests, stockings, sheets, etc. 
are useful. They must be freshly washed. 
Valuable furniture should have rags or paper 
tied, separately round the legs, and covered 
also on top to prevent scratching. 

There are several laneways in Dublin 
where a horse and cart can be 
found to remove furniture. As one 
cannot have every thing for twenty-five 
shillings, those who contemplate moving must 
stir themselves and go and look for these 
They are not very hard to find. And Dublin 
is a city where everyone will tell you where 
such things are. I have foutid them on many 
occasions. Having seen that everything goes 
on to the cart or van, the mover must hurry 
off to the place the van is going (maximum 
fee 25s., you know!), and as the van moves 
slowly the mover will easily be there first. 
Then see everything as it goes in to the 
new place. It will take you many days to 
move. You cannot begin to prepare too soon. 
For, no matter how you manage, there will 
be a great deal to be done at the end of the 
day, and the day of moving will be a long 
day. A point not to be forgotten : you should 
take note of where you put things or there 
will be a muddle when it comes to moving in.

A similar exhibition of grown-up thoughless- 
ness is often witnessed as the luncheon hour 
approaches. The children, playing in the 
sand with minds absorbed in the completion 
of some all-important construction, are 
suddenly ordered without any warning to 
collect their belongings and return to the 
forgotten reality of lunch.

Obedience without friction can so easily 
be obtained by a little more planning, a little 
more thought, a little more tact on the part 
of grown-ups.

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SOME BANANA RECIPES. 
BANANA MERINGUE PUDDING. 


Ingredients.—4 cup sugar, mnch salt, 2 
tablespoonfuls cornflour, i eggs, 4 
bananas, rind of 4 lemon, 1 pint milk. 

Method—Put the milk in a pan to heat 
with the lemon rind. Mix the sugar, salt, 
cornflour and egg in a bowl. Miz with 
a little cold water, and pour the hot ; tk 
over. Heturn to the pan, and cook for 
1G minutes, Pour half of it into a 
greased pie-dish, lay on the bananas, cu! 
in rounds, and corer with the other half. 
Whip the whites of the eggs fo a 
stiff froth. Fold in 3 tablespoonfuls 
castor sugar, pile in rough heaps on fop 
of the pudding. Place in a cool oven to 
set the meringue. 


SURBITON PUDDING. 


Place at the bottom of a well-buttered 
xed dish some sliced bananas, over them 

read a layer of jam, and then the 

ollowing mixture :—Boil a gill of milk, 
stir with the milk 2 ozs. of breadcrumbs, 
2 oss. butter, 1 egg, and the grated 
rind of a lemon. Bake in a moderate 
oven for three-quarters of an hour. 
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A RIBBON ,POCHEITE. 
ATERIALS—Seven Men “inch-wide 
M black petersham ribbon; one-third 
yard 8” wide mercerised grey silk 
ribbon; three press-studs; drawing board and 
pins. 

Take piece of grey ribbon, place flat on 
drawing board, and, with drawing pins, 
secure at corners. Cut eight pieces, each 
12” long, from black ribbon; place these in 
rows side-by-side down length of grey 
ribbon, securing each piece at each end with 
drawing pin. 

Now take the remaining black ribbon; 
secure one end with drawing pin at top left- 
hand corner of pochette-to-be, and, bringing 
down along left edge of work, thread ‘t 
alternately wunder-and-over the lengthwise 
strips of ribbon already in place; secure with 
drawing pin at bottom, and cut off exactly 
at edge. Secure end of ribhon again at top, 
beside first row, thread siheenatale over-and 
under as before, secure at bottom, and cut 
off. Continue this all across work—for 
twelve rows. 

Next, without moving pins, tack work 
together as securely as is possible, all round 
edges; remove pins, carefully lft up work. 
and, with sewing-machine, run around edges 
to secure firmly together. Next, with a piece 
of black ribbon, neatly bind all round the 
raw edge. (There will be sufficient ribbon 
for this in the quantity given.) 

Next fold work in three across length, 
attach press-studs, and finish with a tiny 
bow, from remainder of ribbon, at one corner. 
The pochette is now complete. 

Black has been suggested, but any colour 
preferred may be substituted, and pretty 
contrasting combinations will suggest them- 
selves to suit varying requirements—rose, 
with biege liming; green, with pale grey; 
dark grey, with silver ; nigger. with fawn 
hning. <A strip of silk material, 12” x 8”, 
may be used instead of the wide grey ribbon 
suggested above 

For finish, a flower, bought ready-made cr 
made from a length of ribbon gathered into 
shape; a tiny cluster of satin fruit; or a 
silver buckle, me at centre oí flap, may 
be used.

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MR. BLYTHE EXPLAINS WHY THE DAIL 
WAS DISSOLVED. 


(rom Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
VUAVAN, Sunday. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for Finance 
and Vice-President of the Executive Council, 
addressed a representative Cumann na 
nGaedheal Convention in the Town Hall; 
Cavan, this afternoon. 

The Convention was for the purpose of con- 
sidering financial and other matters connected 
with the local branch of Cumann na nGaedheal, 
and was not for selection of candidates, as 
it was not known at the time the Conven- 
tion was summoned that the dissolution 
would take place at such an early date. The 
meeting was announced for four o’clock, but 
Mr. Blythe, who was in Monaghan the pre- 
vious night, did not arrive until five o'clock. 

Before the Minister’s arrival, Dr. O'Reilly, 
ex-T.D. for the constituency, made a short 
statement, and a vote of condemnation of 
the murder of Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, and 
sympathy with his wife, was passed in 
silence, all the members standing. A resolu- 
tion approving of the action of the: Govern- 
ment m having a general election, and of 
confidence in the Government, was carried 
with enthusiasm. 

Mr. Blythe, who was given a most en- 
thusiastic reception, spoke for an hour. He 
said that when that meeting was summoned 
it was not understood that there would be a 
general election so soon. In order to under- 
stand where they were at the moment they 
should look back to the time when the Treaty 
was signed, and when it was published it 
became clear at once that the big majority 
of the people were in favour of it. It was 
not — to put the Treaty direct to the 
people for their votes. They presumed that 
that should be done, and they had made 
various proposals early in 1922 for that 
purpose, but they were . negatived. 
Mr. de Valera, when the Treaty was signed, 
indicated his intention of opposing it, and 
did oppose it with all- his power and 
vehemence. He was warned after a Cabinet 
meeting, a day or two after the Treaty was 
signed—the meeting was attended by two 
of the plenipotentiaries—and reminded of the 
Parnell split. He was told of the feelings 
that prevailed at the time of the Parnell split, 
and that at the time the eople 
had only’ blackthorn sticks, whbreas 
now they had Wfiflees, revilvers and 
bombs, Mr. de Valera’s reply was: “I do 
not care.” Mr. de Valera during four or 
five years did not care about the country. 
He would not take the oath. If he had 
accepted the oath and the Treaty he would 


shave saved the country from the horrors of 


civil war end from thirty million pounds 
worth of damage, and the lives of hundreds 
of people. 


WHY FIANNA FAIL WAS FOUNDED. 

When the last General Election was over 
in June the Government felt pretty satisfied 
with the result. In the first place there had 
been none of the swing over to the right that 
some people had expected. There had been 
no tendency to put in great numbers of 
deputies who had not a nationalist outlook, 
and who had no nationalist feeling. De 
Valera virtually wiped out and replaced Miss 
McSwiney’s party. It was evident to the 
Government after the General Election—even 
during the progress of the election—that it 
would not be long until a considerable number 
of the: Fianna Fail would take their seats in 
the Dail. As a matter of fact, de Valera’s 
move in setting up the Fianna Fail Party and 
splitting up the old Sinn Fein Party had been 
dictated by a knowledge of the fact that even 
then, two years ago, members of that party 
were anxious to-go into the Dail, and, to 
prevent a break away, he initiated a new 
policy and set up the Fianna Fail organisa- 
tion, which had for its policy entry into the 
Dail and refusal to take the oath. 

It was quite clear that many of those who 
voted for-that party at the last election did 
so in the belief that its members would enter 
the Dail. Ferhaps people who did that did 
not consider what was going to happen about 
the oath. They might have thought that some of 
the Fianna Fail party would take the oath, 
and that others might find a way around it. 
After the election de Valera and some of 
those associated with him began to take 
steps about the initiative. There was a 
provision in the Constitution to the effect 
that on-receipt of a petition signed by 75,000 
electors the Dail should make provision for 
the initiation of laws by the people, or that 
it should submit the question to a referendum. 
It had been already pointed out that there 
was no effective obligation on the Dail to 
do anything when it received such a peéti- 
tion. There might be some moral obligation, 
but not an obligation to do it within a 
particular time. 


THE OBJECT OF THE REFERENDUM 
MOVE. 

The view that the Government took was 
that de Valera was simply doing that to 
prevent certain members of his party from 
taking the oath and going into the Dail. 

The Government was content to let matters 
go on as they were a few weeks after the 
election—they were quite satisfied that the 
Government could be carried on, though they 
were not anxious to carry it on themselves. 
However, they allowed President Cosgrave's 
name to go forward, and they again assu 
Office. 
carry on the work of administration in the 
new Dail, and that they could carry out their 
programme, and they were determined that 
if on any important item of their programme 
they were defeated. they would not carry 
out the programme of other parties, but would 
immediately resign and let the Dail consider 
what other arrangements should be made. - 
_Then came the assassination of Mr. 
Kevin ©°Higgins. They knew that 
at various times the question of 
assassination of Ministers had been con- 
sidered by groups of irregulars. 
that there was a certain danger of it, but 
thev "ad becnn to believe that nobody would 
actually initiate that policy, and that, as 
things grew cooler, the danger would dis- 
appear. The assassination policy followed 
br break up of the irregular army organisa- 
jon.

Others were in 
prison, and others had been executed. The 
peace of the country and the safety of its 
people did not depend on such an unstable 
thing as de Valera and his followers. (Ap- 
plause. ) 


THE MURDER OF KEVIN “O'HIGGINS. 

Mr. Blythe went on to say that a small 
but desperate element of the irregulars had 
always been in favour of assassination, but 
had vot been able to get their way, as long 
as there was a fairly widespread organisa- 
tion, and as long as some of their com- 
panions still held the hope that some day 
there might be a possibility of renewing 
operations. These men carried out the first 
act of their policy when Mr. O’Higgins was 
met on his way to Mass and pistols were 
emptied into him when he stood, and one 
of the assassins fired shots into him while 
on the grotnd and put his foot on him. 
(** Shame.’’) 

When that happened the Government 
had to take steps to meet the new 
danger—the manifestation of the desire of 
Certain people to override the will of the 
majority. lit was an armed attack on the 
State, because a Minister of the State had 
been assassinated. -It was an attack on the 
ordinary. plain people of the State. It was 


an attempt to do what the Irregulars had 
attempted vo do. when they burned.and looted 


and destroyed in 1922, and failed to smash 
thé Treaty and bring down the State. The 
Government had to take steps, and they 
detided along two lines. The first steps were 
directed against the people who had com- 
misted murder and against those who had 
incited to murder. 

he Public Safety Act contained provisions 
deciaring certain associations illegal and the 
pussession of documents illegal, and gave 
pewer to suppress certain publications. The 
assassination of Mr. O’Higgins did not just 
come like a bolt out of the blue: the way 
was prepared by hundreds of more or less 
direct incitements to attack him—people were 
told that his hands were steeped in blood of 
his own countrymen and that he would some 
time meet his reward, and other things were 
said which were calculated to inflame the 
minds of men who were in possession of arms 
and to lead them to his murder. The Govern- 
ment took steps to stop murder propaganda. 
They took power to expel people who were 
known to be dangerous, and they decided to 
take powers to set up military courts, if 
necessary, because if » Gáis powers were not 
taken it might be difficult for jurors, even 
with the best will, to do their duty 
in the face of terror. They wanted to 
let the people know ‘that if they inter- 
fered with juries they would ' get 
something worse than juries. (Hear, hear.) 
There was reason for that, because, if other 
assassinations had taken place and it had not 
heen possible for the Government to use 
drastic powers, there might be a danger of 
the situation getting out of control. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY OF FIANNA 
FAIL. 

There was another aspect that they wanted 
to deal with, and that was the political 
aspect. It was absolutely certain that, if 
de Valera and his followers had taken the 
oath on the first day the Dail sat, instead 
of waiting for a week or two, Kevin 
O’Higgins would never have been shot. 
(Hear, hear.) The atmosphere in which it was 
possible for any group of men to think that 
they could bring down the State by assassina- 
tion could only exist when they had a big 
number of members standing out of the Dail 
as they had. If the Dail were filled up they 
never could have thought that they could 
bring dowm the State. The Government felt 
that it was necess to bring the men who 
were outside the Dat into the Dail. (Cheers, 
and a voice: “ You did.’’) 

The Electoral Bill was a success. It did 
away with humbug and play-acting, and 
compelled people before nomination to make 
an affidavit that they would take the oath 
and their seats in the Dail. They decided to 
amend the Article in the Conetitution to do 
away with that play-acting. These Acts 
threatened de Valera’s place in the limelight. 
Having come into the Dail, if de Valera and 
his followers were properly handled, it 
would have involved no danger, and would 
have produced an.immense improvement. 
But they had two smaller parties thirsting 
for office at any price, and consequently they 
had the formation of what had been called 
“an unholy alliance.”’ 


MR. JOHNSON’S OVERTURES TO THE

MAYO MURDER CHARGE. 


ACCUSED MAN SENT FOR 
TRIAL. 


At, Belmullet (North Mayo) District Court, 
Patrick Gaughan, farmer, Barnagh West, 
was returned for trial, in custody, to the 
Central Criminal Court, charged with the 
murder of Michael Togher, of Belmullet, who 
was shot dead on July 27th last. 

It was stated in evidence by John Reilly 
that 180 acres of land formerly held by the 
accused man was acquired by the Land Com- 
mission and divided among eleven tenants, 
among whom was the deceased man. While 
witness was removing a cartload of bent 
through the lands on the date in question the 


defendant came out of his house and pointed 


a gun at witness’s head and said, “I will 
blow your brains out.’’ He called out for 
mercy, and the accused then said, “I will 
not shoot you now; I will shoot Togher.”’ 
H» then went to where Togher was cutting 
bent, and witness afterwards heard the report 
of a shot. 

Patrick Reilly stated that when the 
accused man approached Togher he asked 
him, “ Why are you cutting my bent?’’ and 
the deceased man replied, ‘It is my own 
bent.”’ Gaughan then raised the gun and 
fired. The charge hit Togher in the left side, 
and he fell dead. 

A son of the deceased man said that he 
saw the defendant approaching his father 
with the gun in his hand. Some words took 
place between them, and accused then said, 
“I would not hesitate a moment in doing 
so.” He then fired the shot, and his father 
staggered and fell dead. 

ln a statement, accused said that the gun 
was discharged accidentally owing to him 
tripping in the bent. He also said that there 
was no man as sorry as he was for what 
happened.

AMPLE SUPPLIES OF FAT 


CATTLE. 


Reporting on the live stock trade of the 
past week, “The Agricultural Market 
Report ” states that supplies of fat cattle 
were ample for requirements, which remain 
slow. Best light weights were firm in value, 
but other grades were more difficult to clear, 
and average rates for first and second ar 
cattle were lower at 50s; 10d. and 44s, 2d. 
per live cwt. Fat sheep and lambs were 
penned in rather smaller numbers, and met 
a steady trade, with little change in values, 
first quality Downs and crossbreds again 
averaging 12d. and lambs 139d. per Ib. Fat 
pigs were marketed in FS supply, and ex- 
perienced a fair demand. Average rates for 
first quality baconers and porkers: were firm 
at 10s. 7d. and lls. 6d. per 14 Ibs. stone 
respectively. Veal calves were in rather less 
request, and price changes usually favoured 
buyers, first sii veal realising an average 


of 12}d. per 

STORE STOCK. 
Dairy cattle were forward in fair numbers, 
ood young cows sell well where offered, but 
Íor the majority of the entries trade was 
quiet, and last week's rates were not held at 
several centres. Moderate pitchings of store 
cattle met a dull enquiry, and clearances were 
difficult to effect at unchanged values. The 
store s- sales were well attended, and 
trade for Íambs was good, but ewes were in 
less demand, and prices were disappointing tc 
vendors.

The League of Nations. 


The threatened resignation of Viscount 
Cecil of Chelwood from the British Cabinet 
is a matter of more than purely domestic 
concern. During recent months Lord 
Cecil, who has been identified prominently 
with the League of Nations since the sign- 
ing of the Covenant, which he helped to 
draft, has found himself at variance with 
his “Cabinet ‘colleagues on several issues 
concerning the work of the British delega- 
tion ‘at Geneva. He now, apparently, finds 
that he no longer can share responsibility 
for British policy at Geneva, and last 
week expressed his intentidn to resign. 
He will see the Prime Minister to-day 
before the latter sets out for Aix-les-Bains, 
and “unless Mr. Baldwin can persuade him 
to change his mind he will tender his 
resignation this afternoon. Lord. Cecil is 
an almost fanatical believer in the League 
of Nations. When the Covenant was 
being discussed in- Paris during the Peace 
Conference he, with the late M. Léon 
Bourgeois, of France, was President 
Wilson’s most ardent supporter, and ever 
since that time he has devoted all his 
energies to the furtherance of the League 
idea. Concentration on the problems of 
Geneva has caused him, to a certain extent, 
to lose touch with domestic realities. Lika 
many another reformer, he has been im- 
patient of inevitable delays, and it seems 
that breaking-point was reached when the 
British and United States delegations 
failed to reach agreement on the question 
of naval] disarmament. Lord Cecil worked 
valiantly:for a settlement, but found him- 
self opposed at every turn by the un- 
imaginative figures of the experts. Thev 
were thinking and reckoning in terms of 
potential wars—such is their métiter—while 
he was thinking in terms of universal 
peace, 

Lord Cecil’s decision follows closely the 
resignation of M. Henri de Jouvenel, one 
of the chief French delegates to the League 
of Nations. M. de Jouvenel, who won a 
great reputation for his work as Governor 
of Syria after the Damascus riots, like 
Lord Cecil, was an enthusiast for the 
League. He saw in the Govenant the only 
way of escape from the nations’ barren 
controversies concerning armaments, and 
hoped, by the gradual development of the 
League system, to wean the powers of 
Europe from the habits of war. M. de 
Jouvenel threw all his heart into the work 
of Geneva; but he, too, was disappointed, 
and resigned in disgust, causing a minor 
‘sensation ’’ in France by a bitter attack 
on M. Briand’s policy. Since M. de 
Jouvenel’s resignation M. Paul-Boncour, 
another famous protagonist of the League, 
has followed his. example. M. Paul- 
Boncour is the foremost advocate of dis- 
armament in France. Since the war he 
has been preaching, in season and out of 
season, the gospel: of a lasting peace, and 
thought that in the League of Nations 
Europe had the means of its salvation. 
The failure of the Geneva disarmament 
conference dashed his hopes to the ground ;. 


One may*assume that all three have lost 
heart as a result of the naval fiasco, but 
nobody who was not a wild enthusiast 
could -have expected success. The delegates 
met without. any fixed programme.

The League of Nations must 
be fostered with great care. Its 
machinery must be used as much, and as 
often, as possible for the adjustment of 
international affairs ; but enthusiasts must 
remember that the League is a young in- 
stitution, and cannot perform miracles. 
Fifty years do not count for much in the 
life of a nation. They count for still less 
in the life of mankind, and if, at. the end 
of half a century, the League of Nations 
can exercise the influence for good that. 
some of its supporters expect it to exercise 
now, it will have justified all the hopes of 
its founders. Lord Cecil seems to have 
differed from his colleagues in the British 
Cabinet because, in his opinion, they were 
not moving quickly enough towards his 
ideals of world peace. In matters of this 
kind festina lente is an excellent motto. 
The League of Nations will succeed if it is 
given a chance; it will fail if any attempt 
is made to “rush ” things. Already it has 
done a great deal of excellent work in a 
score of ways; but it hardly commands 
sufficient international confidence yet to 
enable it to tackle a problem like that of 
disarmament with any real hope of 
success. 


Slavery in Sierra Leone. 


Slavery has received, in some measure, 
the sanction of the law in Sierra Leone. 


This disturbing fact was revealed by the 
announcement of a recent legal decision 


in the Colony. The Supreme Court of the 
Colony was required to hear an appeal by 
two slave-owners in the Protectorate who 
had been convicted for conspiracy and 


assault in the recapture of two runaway 
slaves. Mr. Justice J. Aitken and Mr. 


Justice 8. S. Sawrey Cookson, President 
of the Court, upheld the appeal, Mr. 
Justice F. B. Petrides dissenting; and 
the convictions were quashed. The slave- 
owners thus were justified by the law in 
the recapture of their slaves. The institu- 
tion of slavery seemed to have been in- 
vested with a new respectability. It is 
small wonder that the public conscience 
was shocked. Now, however, the text of 
the judgment, and of th. opinion of the 
dissenting judge, is available, and the 
matter takes on a somewhat different com- 
plexion. In order to vnderstand an ex- 
ceedingly complex situation, it must be 
remembered that Sierra Leone is part 
colony and part protectorate. In the 
cglony British sovereignty utterly forbids 
the institution of slavery. The colony, 
however, is but a small portion pf the 
Sierra Leone territory. In the vast Pro- 
tectorate native law prevails. Here 
Britain possesses no sovereign rights, and 


agreement with the native chiefs. She 
cannot decree universal emancipation ; nor 
can she refuse to uphold rights which 
native law recognises, An _ ordinance, 
indeed, has been adopted by the. Legisla- 
tiv: Council—a body in which beth Britain 
and the native rulers are represented— 
which ensures that in course of time 
domestic slavery will disappear. This 
ordinance provides that on the death of 
owners all slaves are free, and that all 
persons borh in the Protectorate, or enter- 
ing it from other lands, are free—pro- 
visions which, in effect, prevent the re- 
cruiting of the slave population. Never 
again will children be born to slavery or 
free men sold into slavery in Sierra Leone. 
Meanwhile the case of existing slaves in 
the Protectorate area is beset with diffi- 
culty. The Supreme Court has not justi- 
fied the existence of an abominable 
system; it has not approved the slave- 
owners’ action in seizing, like an animal, 
a runaway human chattel, It has but 
affirmed the absence of any legal pro- 
visions over-riding the established rights 
of slave-owners. It is true that slavery 
is not invariably horrible in practice. In 
Sierra Leone, as in America when emanci- 
pation was proclaimed, there are hosts of 
slaves who have grown old in service, and 
to whom liberation, since it would remove 
protection as well as possession, might be 
an actual hardship. Many, if not most, 
of the slaves, moreover, are said to be 
blood relations of their owners—unfree 
tribal adherents. Perhaps, the great hope 
of the elimination of slavery in the 
Protectorate, even before the rise of a 
new generation, rests in benevolent action 
and the pressure of world opinion on the 
native population.

The National Museum. 


A contributor on Saturday wrote of the 
benefits to be derived by the taking of 
school parties to the National Museum 
in Dublin. There, in Kildare street, is 
housed a collection of antiquities which, 
in its own fashion, is unique. Wonders of 


in the torques: of twisted golden ribbon 
and the noble ecclesiastical metal work 
of later times. The exhibits, moreover, 
carry the observer's vision to hidden 
strata in the history of civilisation. Flint 
arrowheads irom Larne, reconstructed 
stone hammers, and grim sepulchra] urns 
set forth the rugged neolithic ages. Rough 
copper vases and weapons of bronze, 
luxuriantly ornamented, carry’ the 
imagination farther; and then the cases, 
in which armouries of primitive iron 
swords are arrayed, suggest the coming 
of the iron age and the beginnings of 
the historic period in Europe. Visitors to 
the Museum are disappointed to find that 
there is no general guide to the collec- 
tions. Certain sectional guides have 
been published, and the most important 
of these, those dealing with the bronze 
age antiquities, are out of print. The 
treasures of the Museum illaminate more 
than ancient history. Rooms devoted to 
ceramic art display the beauties of 
Chinese, Japanese and modern European 
pottery. Every chapter in the modern 
history of furniture is represented in a 
gallery which contains chairs, tables and 
other domestic objects of various periods. 
The history of musical instruments, of 
costume, and even—by means of models— 
of architecture, is exhibited in cases which 
display a suit which Mr. Pepys might 
have worn, harps that once sounded before 
famous chieftains, and portions of Con- 
tinental sculpture. At present the visitor 
must pick his way through these wonders 
in his own fashion, Their educational 
value to the young would be multiplied 
were they described adequately in such 
handbooks as are offered in all such 
museums in other lands. 


OBITUARY. 


CANON MEEHAN. 


The Very Rev. Canon Meehan, P.P., Ballin- 
daggin, Enniscorthy, died yesterday morninz 
at his residence at the patriarchal age of 5 
years. He had been ill for months, and the 
end was not unexpected. He was born in 
New Ross in 1842, und ordained in Maynooth 
in 1871. He became parish priest of Ballin- 
daggin in 1893. He was all his life a Con- 
stitvtional Nationalist, and during the Land 
League days assisted his parishioners to 
obtain the benefits of land legislation. He 
built and equipped schools in Ballindaggin 
and also a recreation hall in the village. He 
was a brother of the late Dr. Meehan, New 
Ross, and of the late Mr. John Meehan, 
former member of the New. Ross Board of 
Guardians und Rural District Council. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL W. D. 
DOONER. 


Lieutenant-Colone!l William Dundas Dooner, 
C.M.G., 0.B.E., died yesterday at Greenan, 
Dunmurry, Co. Antrim, aged 51 years. 
Colonel Dooner was a son of Colonel Toke 
Dooner, and was educated at Bradfield 
College. He joined the British Army as a 
Second Lieutenant in the Royal Irish Fusi- 
liers in 1895, served in the Boer War, and 
was severely wounded during that campaign. 
He also served in the Great War, and retired 
in 1922. He was awarded the C.M.G. in 
1918 and the O.B.E. in 1919. 


MR. ARTHUR HUTCHINSON. 


The death is announced of Mr. Arthur 
Hutchinson, for thirty years editor of the 
Windsor Magazine. Mr. Hutchinson, who 
was the son of the late Rev. Charles Ring 
Hutchinson, was born in 1870, and educated 
at Bedford School and Worcester College, 
Oxford.

MR. BALDWIN IN SCOTLAND.

So far they have given no overt signs of 
closing with his previous invitations to 


assist. 
Viscount Cecil. 


Up to the time of writing t.ere is no 
news, confirmatory or otherwise, that 
Viscount Cecil intends to resign his seat 
in the Cabinet. Many people would not 
be surprised at his taking that extreme 
step. His health of late has not been 
robust, and he is sorely disappointed over 
happenings in connection with the League. 
So far as thet body is concerned, he is, 
and always has been, a ‘* whole-hogger,’’ 
and he laments that his thoroughness on 
its behalf has not invariably been 
reciprocated by his colleagues. After all 
his efforts at Geneva he feels that the 
Cabinet has not adequately supported 
him, particularly in trying to effect a 
larger reduction of Allied troops in the 
Rhineland. He takes all “League matters 
deeply tv theart, an instance of which 
occurred in the House before he was 
elevated to the gilded chamber. On that 
occasion Lord Cecil was earnestly plead- 
ing (apparently against the general wisn 
of the House) for the reference to the 
League of what was under debate, and Sir 
Austen Chamberlain tittered. Lord Cecil 
instantly became livid with fury, and only 
by remarkable self-control refrained from 
saying the bitter things that spectators 
saw forming on his lips. 


The Rhineland. 


Much gratification is felt at the success 
of the discussions between the British and 
French Governments, which have resulted 
in an agreement concerning the evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland. The news is not 
yet officially confirmed, but it is believed 
that the report from Paris as to a reduc- 
tion in the strength of the Rhineland 
army will prove correct. French troops 
to the number of 8,000, and British and 
Belgian to the number of 1,000 each, are 
to be withdrawn This is an advance 
upon the French suggestion of a maximum 
reduction of 5,000, and it may be sufficient 
to modify German opinion. There also 
has been a welcome change of view in 
Paris regarding the purpose of, the occu- 
pation of the Rhineland, and the British 
contention regarding the assurance of 
reparation payments appears to have been 
accepted in place of the claim that the 
security of the French frontier was the 
only consideration. 


Miss Megan Lloyd George. 


Miss Megan Lloyd George, Mr. Lloyd 
George’s youngest daughter, has declined 
the invitation of Pontypridd Liberals to 
contest that division at the next general 
election. They lost the seat to Labour 
about. 1922. Miss Lloyd George is 25, 
and a charming platform speaker; but 
Westminster does not appear to have 
attractions for her, except on a big night, 
and when her father is to speak. It would 
be a novelty to see father and daughter 
in the House. Fathers and sons frequently 
have sat together in the Commons, and 
there have been similar, but much fewer, 
instances in the Lords. There have been 
nine women members of the British House 
of Commons, not including the late 
Madam Markiewicz, who was elected 
thereto, but never took her seat in that 
assembly. Six are still at St. Stephen’s— 
the Duchess of Atholl, Viscuuntess Astor, 
Miss Bondfield, Mrs. Philipson, Miss 
Lawrence, and Miss Wilkinson. Tie 
three who have been, but are not now, 
members are Mrs. Wintringham, Lady 
Terrington, and Miss Dorothy Jewson. 


Mr. Jack Jones. 


According to Mr. Jack Jones, Suilver- 
town’s Socialist member, there is to be a 
pitched battle in the Labour Party 
between the “ Wets” and the “Dries.” 
That hon. member, rushing into print in 
the Social Democrat, declares it time that 
“teetotal, as well as other, fanatics in 
the Labour movement were put in their 
places.” Nearly half the Labour members 
of the Parliamentary party are strict 
teetotallers, and many of them pronounced 
prohibitionists. Mr. Jones takes u delight 
in the House in telling these colleagues 
that good beer is both “food and refresh- 
ment,” if there is plenty of it; and it 
is his acme of pleasure if he can fire off 
some such jocularities in the presence of 
Lady Astor. He invariably gets his jests 
home in his quiet, bantering way, and 
rarely fails to “draw” the noble lady 
into excited reprovals, much to the amuse- 
ment of members on both sides. 


The Stock Exchange. 


Those members of the London Stock 
Exchange who are clamouring for the re- 
opening of the “ House” on Saturdays 
will find their case strengthened by 
Berlin’s decision on a similar controversy. 
That the German “ House ” is to open on 
that day after September 1st must be an 
additional argument for London’s revert- 
ing to pre-war conditions. There never 
was a time when stricter attention to 
business in every direction was required 
than to-day, and, while other Bourses and 
Exchanges work six days a week,, London 
must be at a disadvantage in Yefusing 
transactions from Friday afternoon until 
Monday morning. 


Straw Hats. 


Photographs published here of the 
Prince of Wales in Canada wearing a 
straw hat have not been without effect in 
London. This form of headgear has been 
completely superseded during the past 
few years, and outfitters are divided in 
opinion whether even the Prince will be 
able to restore it to popularity. There 
has, undoubtedly, been a mild revival 
during the week-end. In Hyde Park 
to-day, weather conditions having greatly 
improved, quite a number of straw hats 
were to be seen, but not all of them were 
new; for they are not now readily pro 
curable, and most bore evidence of being 
last season 's resuscitations. 


The Hop Season. 


In some districts in Kent hop-growers 
have started picking operations. The crop 
is not yet fully developed, progress having 
been retarded by lack of sunshine during

These three 
parties are agreed that there must be 
stable government; that it must be a 
Government which will command the con- 
fidence and respect of the people, and 
that it Will in consequence be able to go 
to the people for the money so urgently 
needed to discharge pending obligations, 
more especially for that most supreme 
need of the present and the future—a 
sufficiently financed Agricultural Credit 
Corporation. 

“ MONEY FOR AGRICULTURE. 

“It was frequently stated in the course 
of the discussions in the bail on this 
‘matter of the Agricultural Credit Corpora- 
tion that approximately £7,000,000 would 
be required.. Oi course, this is not 
required at once,” the President told me; 
“but it is conceivable that the estimate 
oi the first year’s repayments might be 
exceeded.”' 

Discussing the character of the last 
Dail following the entry of the Fianna 
Fail deputies, the President declared that 
the Government found itself in an im- 
possible position, and one in which the 
business of the nation could not be 
carried on. There was too mueh party 
maneuvring and too little thought for 
the real interests of the country.

A QUESTION TO LABOUR. 

“Well, all I have to say,” commented 
the President, “is this: To have avoided 
that characterisation it would have been 
necessary for the Government and its re- 
presentative supporters to have announced 
to the people of Ireland 54 years ago that 
there ‘were at that time approximately 
10,000 armed men in the country opposed 
to the Treaty settlement ; that it could not 
persuade these men; that they were wrong 
in their opposition ; that it could not con- 
vince them; that they were committing a 
crime against democracy. 

“To avoid being called 54 years after- 
wards one of two warring factions, the 
elected representative; who supported us 
would have found it desirable, presum-

political supporters a free hand to do 
what they liked with the country. 

“Well, what if we and those who sup- 
ported us had done that? We would have 
avoided the characterisation of a ‘ warring 
faction.’ Would Messrs. Johnson and 
Redmond be elected representatives of the 
people to-day if that policy had been pur- 
sued, and what’ would have been the 
opinion of the people? 

“It was the general impression, until 
the public heard those views, that Messrs.

Vincent Rice, K.C., I am told, already 
has been adopted; and the two others who 
are being inyited to accept Government 
nomination are Major Bryan Cooper and 
Mr, John Daly, of East Cork.

FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 

The intentions of the Farmers’ Party 
are still obscure, and their presence in the 
coming contest will be a source of real 
embarrassment both to themselves and to 
the Government.

THE STATEMENT. 

The following statement has been issued 
to all.members of the Sinn Fein organisa- 
tion :— | 

Sinn Fein has decided to take no part, on 
this occasion, in the election in the twenty- 
six counties of Ireland. 

Hitherto it has been the custom, since 1916, 
to take advantage of ememy election 
machinery to advance the interests of the 
Republic. 

But now the financial — of the 
organisation makes it impossible to effectively 
contest an election, and the indecent haste 
with which this election is being forced, 
leaves no time for an appeal to the friends 
of the Republic abroad. 

Lack of funds prevented Sinn Fein con- 
testing all seats in the June election, and is 
caused by the fact that £8.000 belonging to 
Sinn Fein has been withheld by former 
officers, who deprived the organisation of the 
money by lodging it in the Free State 
courts. Many thousands of pounds of Sinn 
Fein money are wrongfully retained also by 
former Sinn Fein deputies, who are now at- 
tached to the Cumann na nGaedheal, Fianna 
Fail and Labour parties. 

Recent adherents to the Free State—the 
party calling itself Fianna Fail—have de- 
clared that they entered the British Parlia- 
ment in the interests of the people; to secure 
prosperity and to avert further bloodshed 
eand despotism. This is but a repetition of 
the claims of the earlier Free Staters. 

Republicans do not choose to avoid coercion 
at the price of national dishonour. They are 
convinced that those who consent to work 
England’s Partition Institutions in Ireland— 
in 1927 as in 1922—are the people who, by 
supporting the British connection, make 
further war inevitable. 

That the real will of the people of Ireland 
is for complete independence is acknowledged 
even by our enemies. Independnce alone can

An element of mystery has been intro- 


duced into the election as the result of the 


unannounced departure to the Continent of. 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs. It seems that Mr. Walsh 
left Dublin last Friday by the mail boat 
from Kingstown, and’ without even notify- 
ing Mr. Cosgrave of his intentions. 

It is stated that he told a member of the 
Dail who accidentally met him on the Pier 
at Kingstown last Friday that he was off 
to Italy for a six weeks’ holiday, and that 
he would probably not be in the Executive 
Council when he returned to Ireland. 


AGREEING TO DIFFER. 
In political circles last night the re- 


ported resignation of Mr. Walsh occasioned 


no great surprise, but the fact that Mr. 
Walsh had not acquainted the President 
of his intention excited a good deal of 
comment, most of it of rather an un- 
favourable character. 

It is, of course, an open secret that the 
Minister for’ Posts and Telegraphs has 
not seen eye to eye with his colleagues in 
the Cabinet for some time past, and our 
Political Correspondent was informed that 
the most recent disagreement was in regard 
to the dissolution of the Dail last Thurs- 
day. Mr. Walsh, it is stated, had been 
strongly in favour of dissolution imme- 
diately after the murder of Mr. O’ Higgins, 
but his view found no support whatever 
in the Cabinet. 

His differences with his colleagues, in 
any event, are not of latter-day growth, 
and it is natural, perhaps, that they should 
be accentuated rather than diminished on 
his elevation—with the other extern 
Ministers—to Cabinet rank last June. 


FIANNA FAIL. 


It is also pretty well known that Mr. 
Walsh is distinctly sympathetic in his 
attitude to the new Opposition. Our 
Politital Correspondent understands that 
at one Cabinet Mr. Walsh commended to 
his colleagues the idea of an alliance with 
the Fianna Fail Party, or with some 
element of it. 

In political circles for a long time it 
has been the view that Mr. Walsh’s active 
association with Fianna Fail was merely a 
matter of time, and whether he will take 
his courage in his hands within the next 
few weeks remains to be seen. 

He is not, I am told, disposed to hurry 
matters, and the possibility is that he 
may wait for another election, or, alter- 
natively, he may stand as a dyed-in-the- 
wool Proteectionist now, and ne 
link his parliamentary fortunes with 
Fianna Fail. 


RESIGNATION NOT RECEIVED. 


“I have not yet received his resigna- 
tion,” President Cosgrave told me when I 
approached him on the subject last night. 

The “resident was unable to say 
whether Mr: Walsh would be a Ministerial 
candidate in’ the election. 


INQUIRIES IN CORK. 


The mystery of Mr. J. J. Walsh’s inten- 
tions deepened as the result of inquiries 
by our Special Correspondent in Cork. He 
was told by Mr. Barry Egan, T.D., that 
Mr. Walsh was suffering from a break- 
down in health, and had gone to the Con- 
tinent for a couple of weeks. 

“Mr. J. J. Walsh will not take part in 
the earlier election campaign,” added Mr. 
Egan, “but he hopes to be in Cork for the 
last week of the election.” 

Mr. Egan, who denied that Mr. Walsh 
had resigned, said that he had a definite 
undertaking from Mr. Walsh to stand as 
a Cumann na nGaedheal candidate for 
Cork City. : 

Another Cork friend of Mr. Walsh, how- 
ever, stated that at one time there were 
grounds for the rumour of Mr. Walsh’s 
resignation. 

Owing to ill-health, Mr. Walsh had 
felt that he was unable to carry on a 
strenuous election campaign, but pressure 
had been brought to bear on him, and he 
afterwards consented to stand again for 
election. 

Before the dissolution was announced 
Mr. Walsh had planned to go to the Con- 
tinent for two months, and this friend ad- 
mitted that when the announcement of the 
dissolution was made Mr. Walsh’s inten- 
tion was to resign altogether.

DISARMING THE 
MEXICANS: 


PRESIDENT CALLES’S NEW 
ORDER, 


FROM OUR Own CoRRRSPONDENT. 
MEXICO CITY, Sunday. 

Mexico, after sixteen years of unlimited 
use of arms of all kinds, is to be disarmed, 
according to the plans of the Ministries of 
War and the Interior. President Calles 
has ordered the Department ef the Interior 
to proceed to disarm the country as quickly 
as possible. 

The Minister of the Interior has sent 
official letters to all his. subordinates 
throughout Mexico to make every effort to 
comply with the order. All licences to 
carry arms will be withdrawn. 

The Minister of War has issued instruc-. 
tions to all the commanders of military 
zones forbidding them to issue further 
licences to carry arms to civilians. - As all 
the licences were issued for a specified 
time a great part of those now issued will 
become void before the end of the year, 
It is said that heavy fines will be imposed 
on all found guilty of carrying arms with- 
out legal permits. 

The Governor of the Federal district, in 
which is included ‘the City of Mexico, has 
issued orders to all towns within his juris- 
diction to issue no more licences. On the}

While a protest meeting against the 
execution of Sacco and Vanzetti was in 
progress in Trafalgar square, London, 
yesterday afternoon, a man mounted the 
plinth, unrolled an American flag, and 
was about to pour petrol over it and 
ignite it, when officials of the organising 
body, the International Class War 
Prisoners’ Aid Society, remonstrated with 
him. 
He was told that he could not destroy 
the flag on the platform, and he climbed 
down. Later the Stars and Stripes was 
torn in half, and men seized the pieces 
and tore them to shreds. 

The demonstration filled the square, 
there. being a crowd estimated at 10,000 
around the banners of the Communist and 
Labour organisations, which were draped 
with crépe at the foot of the column, The 
crowd was orderly. 


THE NEXT REVOLT. 

Mr. A. J.. Cook, Secretary of the 
Miners’ Federation, seconding a resolu- 
tion, which stated that the meeting 
“viewed with ' horror and disgust the 
execution of Sacco and Vanzetti after 
seven long years of persecution and 
torture,” | declared, as the mouthpiece of 
a million‘ miners: “I say that what we 
did last year we shall do again. Since 
last year Mr. Baldwin has sat still, while 
poverty, victimisation, unemployment, 
almost despair, have been stalking 
through the mining villages. 

“But revolt has been there, too, and I 
and my colleagues, instead of sitting still, 
hoping for the moon to come to us, like 
some leaders, are saying: We are going 
to organise that revolt, and we are going 
to lead it. Give me the army, and victory 
will soon be ours.”

LORD CECIL SEES 


PREMIER, 


WHY HE WANTS TO 
RESIGN. 


—— 


Lord Cecil of Chelwood, whose position 
in the British Cabinet has been the sub- 
ject of rumour and speculation during 
the week-end, saw the Prime Minister 
last night immediately on his return from 
Scotland, says The Times. After laying 
his views before Mr. Baldwin, Lord Cecil 
is expected to make a full statement on 
his position to-day. : 

Lord Cecil is known to have been in 
disagrement with the Government on the 
question of disarmament for some little 
time, especially since the breakdown of 
the Naval Limitations Conference at 
Geneva. He made it clear that he con- 
sidered the final failure of the Conference 
last month a great check to the cause of 
disarmament, and he is known to have 
communicated his views to the Prime 
Minister as soon as he returned to 
London. He seems to have formed the 
opinion—which, no. doubt, he conveyed to 
the Prime Minister at the same time—that 
he could help forward the cause he had 
so much at heart better outside the 
Government than inside it. 


NOT A BLOW AT THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. Baldwin was in Canada when he 
received Lord Cecil’s communication, and 
so, presumably, preferred to take no 
action in the: matter until his return. It 
may be mentioned that Lord Cecil did 
not attend the Cabinet meeting that was 
held last Thursday after Mr. Baldwin had 
returned from Canada. 

It was understood at Geneva that Lord 
Cecil was in full agreement with the first 
British delegate, Mr. Bridgeman, and it 
is considered that, even if he now resigns, 
his going cannot be taken as in any sense 
a blow at the Government, but rather 
as having the purpose of enabling him 
the better to advance the cause of dis- 
armament. 


A FORMER RESIGNATION. 

Lord Cecil, who was appointed Assistant 
Foreign Secretary in. 1918 in the Coalition 
Government, resigned that office in Novem- 
ber of the same year on a question of 
conscience affecting the position. of the 
Church in Wales. : 

His letter of resignation was‘sent to Mr. 
Lloyd George, dated November 21, on the 
eve of the Prime Minister’s first general 
election speech in the country.

EDUCATION AND 
HEALTH.

In a leading article The Times observes :— 

In a letter which we published the other 
day Sir Robert Armstrong Jones, not the least 
distinguished of our authorities on the diseases 
of the mind, wrote that ‘‘ the glow of health 
would make the hill of life much more easy 
to climb ‘for the many.” This is a good and 
original definition of the object of education 
in the best sense, though the views of its 
author, as developed in the course of the 
correspondence to which his letter gave rise, 
are not much to the liking of professional 
educationists. His main argument, however, 
is incontrovertible, and its acceptance is neces- 
sary if we believe in that elaborate structure 
now known as the school medical service. 

“What. is the use,” he asks, “of teaching 
unhealthy, weak and devitalised students?’ 
As scon as the country made education com- 
pulsory this question was bound to be asked, 
and there was only one answer. Most of the 
cost of ill-health, Sir Robert Armstrong-Jones 
thinks, is due to neglect and ignorance, and 
a large part of true education should consist 
in preventing the. neglect and combating the 
ignorance. ‘‘ Every adult ought to be taught 
the mechanism of his own body, the danger 
of a bad inheritance, the evil of over-in- 
dulgence, the risk of infection and disease, 
and, above all, the importance of a healthy 
father and a good mother.’’. Up to this point 
there will not be much disagreement with the 
writer. 

So far our correspondent was preaching to 
the converted, and a doctor preaching health 
is as convincing as a cobbler using a last. 
When, however, he plunged into the general 
subject of education, the views expressed 
were less acceptable to those who have spent 


| their lives in developing the normal brain 


rather than in studying the abnormal. “' The 
present education of the million by a host of 
national pedagogues tends to force the mind 
and to dwarf the body beyond what Nature 
intended them to bear.” Apart from the 
fact that no one likes being called a pedagogue, 
this is a wholesale indictment of our Nationa! 
system of education, on which we spend some 
hundred millions a year, and naturally the 
champions of that system have had some- 
thing to say in their defence. Libraries have 
been written on the old controversy between 
exponents of vocational training and of a 
liberal education. As is usual in such, dis- 
cussions, the extremists on both sides are 
probably wrong.

OFF TO GERMANY 
THIS MORNING. 


R. William Brock and Mr. 
Edward Schlee arrived at 
Croydon Aerodrome, London, yes- 
terday morning, having flown from 
Newfoundland in a little over twenty- 
four hours on the first stage of their 
“ round-the-world ” flight. They 
will start on the second lap this 
morning to Germany. 
The previous ‘ round-the-world *’ 
flight record was 28 days, but Messrs. 
Brock and Schlee hope to accomplish 
the journey in 22 days.

direction of Sutton. As it drew nearer it 
gradually developed the clean-cut outlines 
of the monoplane, “ The Pride of Detroit,”’ 
in which two American pilots, Mr. 
William Brock and Mr. Edward Schlee, 
had crossed the Atlantic in the first stage 
of their attempted flight ‘‘ round-the- 
world.”’ 

Rather more than 24 hours earlier—at 
10.14 a.m. English time yesterday—they 
set out against a slight head-wind from 
Harbour Grace, Newfoundland. Their 
course covered a distance of about 2,300 
miles, and at one point they encountered 
a tornado. tunately, its direction was 
eastward and enhanced their speed. 

All night long the Croydon Aerodrome 
was flooded with light from the Neon 
Tower, and ground lamps and the ground 
staff remained in readiness in case the 
aeroplane should arrive earlier than was 
expected. 


SPICK AND SPAN AFTER ARDUOUS 
JOURNEY. 


By daybreak people began to gather to 
greet the American airmen, but they could 
glean no news of the progress of the flight 
until just before ten o’clock, when it was 
announced that the machine would soon 
be in sight. There had been rumours of 
its arrival over Plymouth two hours 
earlier. 

At 10.30 the machine was sighted from 
Croydon Aerodrome. Its bright metal- 
work reflected the rays of the sun, and 
people with binoculars could readily 
recognise it by its bright yellow fuselage. 
Within a few minutes of its first appear- 
ance it roared in a circle over the heads 
of the crowd, banked steeply in a down- 
ward flight, and came gracefully to earth. 

A great cheer welcomed the pilots, and 
there was a rush to greet them as they 
climbed from their machine, which was 
almost as fresh and clean as when it 
started. There was scarcely a spot of oil 
to be seen, and Messrs. Brock and Schlee, 
smiling happily, looked as fresh as their 
monoplane. 


CARRIED SHOULDER HIGH. 


‘‘Oh! we are splendid,’’ they replied to 
eager questioners; “we are just a little 
tired, that’s all. No, we have not had 
anything to eat, but we have drunk plenty 
of water. We've come along well all the 
way and we still have enough petrol left 
for another eight hours, probably more. 
The machine is in first-rate condition.” 

The enthusiasm of the crowd, could no 
longer be restrained, and the two airmen 
were lifted shoulder high and carried to 
the aerodrome offices. Their cars awaited 
them, and with cheers still ringing in 
their ears they left for the Savoy Hotel, 
London. 

They propose to start on the second 
stage of their round-the-world flight at 
six o'clock to-morrow morning. In the 
meantime their supplies are being 
replenished at Croydon. 

They hope to complete their “ round- 
the-world ” flight. in 22 days. Their next 
stage probably will be to Stuttgart. i 

“The Pride of Detroit” is similar in 
appearance to the machine in which 
Colonel Lindbergh flew the Atlantic.

UNION JACK THAT, SAVED

After a few hours’ sleep Mr. Schlee 
accorded a special interview to a Press 
representative. A wiry, clean-shaven, 
fair-haired young man, in the early 
thirties, he had just got out of bed. 
Standing in his sittingroom, with his 
leather flying jerkin over striped pyjamas, 
he talked in a deep, unemotional voice 
about the thrilling achievement, -while 
Mr. Brock, with whom he took turns. in 
piloting.‘‘ T°e Pride of Detroit’ across 
the Atlantic, snatched a little extra rest. 
He said :— 

“ We flew round at a height of about 
five thousand feet over what we now know 
was Devon and Cornwall above thick 
clouds for three hours. We were lost, in 
fact. Then we saw a mighty rift in the 
rolling, drifting cloud mass below. 
Through it we saw, as through a window, 
a patch of-green countryside.” “It “was, 
had we known” it, our fitst ‘sight of 
England. 

DEVON VILLAGERS QUESTIONED . 

FROM THE SKY. 

“ We reckon it must haye been about 
7.50 a.m. English time. when“ we. few 
around over Dévon,” he sáid;” ““We 
could not square the coast outline with 
Ireland, over which country we thought 
we were flying, so we decided to drop 
messages asking where we were. “Billy 
(Mr. Brock) wrote two in succession— 
one on a piece of cardboard and the 
other on blue paper, to attract attention. 
Then we descended to about 200 feet over 
a small coast village, where a few people 
were in the streets. 

“ Both our messages were carried: away 
by the wind, and we realised we should 
have to do something more drastic. Then 
we had a brain wave, and Billy. enclosed 
a third message in a bag with an orange 
and dropped it. By this time we had 
attracted more attention, and, as we ex- 
pected, the orange, which fell ‘on the 
beach, was picked up by a sharp young 
boy, together with the message. Then 
we saw some folks running around, and 
someone began to trace some big letters 
in white chalk or whitewash ‘on ‘the 
asphalte pavement. We could, not. make it 
out at first, because they only traced the 
words: ‘Seaton, Devon,’ whereas we 
wanted to know what country we were 
over and our maps of England gave no 
such place, but we knew*it was all night: 
when someone ran up the British Union 
Jack on one of the buildings, the coast- 
guard station, I guess.’’ 

STORMY FLYING A CURE FOR 

' HUNGER. 

Tire airmen were. then able to set their 
maps, said Mr. Schlee. They were slightly 
puzzled when over the Kenley military 
aerodrome, which they took to be empty. 
“It was not unfil we got over another 
aerodrome, on which a lot of people were 
running around, that we were sure of 
being over Croydon.”’ 

Neither of the airmen had any food from 
the start until within a few minutes of 
landing, when they shared a ham sand- 
wich. 

“ Flying into a storm makes you forget 
you re hungry,” said Mr. Schlee, “ and 
that’s what happened to us. When we got 
about sixty miles out from Newfoundland 
there was a thick fog and mist at first, 
and at sunset we ran into pretty heavy 
weather with a fifty miles per hour North- 
West wind blowing right across us.” 

The ‘aviators flew throughout at heights 
varying from 200 to 10,000 feet, and on 
many occasions in the darkness the 
machine encountered air pockets, which 
caused it to drop like a stone distances of 
200 and 300 feet. Their speed averaged 
about 80 miles per hour, but varied con- 
Of 355 gallons of ‘petrol taken 
on board at the start only about half was 
used. 

“ We are trying to create a record for 
the ‘round-the-world’ trip,” said Mr. 
Schlee. “‘ The record is 28 days, done by 
Evans, and we are out to beat it.”

Late in the aíternoon the airmen re- 
turned to Croydon Aerodrome by motor 
car, where in.a shed they found their 
machine a veritable pigmy beside a giant 
passenger air liner. Mechanics had worked 
on it all day with special care, and the 
airmen expressed satisfaction with what 
had been done. They then submitted to 
the attentions of photographers and cinema 
operators, smiling and chatting as the 
cameras clicked. 

On reaching Croydon Aerodrome offices 
Mr. Schlee,/ handed a whiskey and soda, 
raised his glass and said: “Heres to good 
old British terra firma.”’ 

Mr. Gordon OJley, of Imperial Airways, 
replying, wished the airmen every pos- 
sible success on their wonderful adventure. 

To oblige Colonel Lindbergh, the air- 
men brought a copy of his book, entitled 
“We,” for Mr. F. Sidney Cotton, who 
participated in the search for Nungesser 
and Coli. They leave soon after daybreak 
to-morrow for Munich or Stuttgart.

I was able to tell them that our spirit is 
undimmed, our courage is unquenched, and 
that of all countries in the world none has 
had greater difficulties to face; that we, 
primarily a manufacturing country, have seen 
the whole system of world credit and ex- 
change broken by the war, our markets de- 
solated, our people thrown out of work in 
consequence, and the whole of our wage sys- 
tem, built up over three generations, shat- 
tered, and having to be reconstructed in a 
new world. 

Few people could face such a catalogue of 
difficulties and troubles as our people have 
faced them. Mistakes we have made, mis- 
takes we shall make, but take our peopl. as 
a whole I am proud of the courage and of 
the patience with which our people, our 
working people, have stuck grimly to this 
almost gr reg task through these years, 
and the slowly but surely winning through. 
(Cheers. ) 


THE TWO QUESTIONS. 

_"“T travelled altogether some 11,000 miles 
in thirty-two days—between three hundred 
and four hundred miles a day. I made about 
twenty-six speeches. I set foot in every one 
of the nine provinces of Canada. I was struck 
by the results aiready obtained by a popula- 
tion comparatively small. Nothing struck 
me more than the part played by Scotland in 
the development of Canada.”’ 

Another impression he receiyed was. the 
faith that all Canadians had in the future of 
their country. ‘“Canada has one great ad- 
vantage over us. She benefits by, our ex- 
perience, and she is without many of the 
troubles which beset us. There is one thing 
she does want to take from us. She wants 
our people. 

“1 put two questions to the people I met 
there— Are you happy?’ and ‘ Are you doin 
well?” In every case the answer was ‘ Yes. 
I do not say there were no grdusers there, 
but they kept out of my way. I wish they 
Would at home. The opportunities in Canada 
and the scope for development were of the 
deepest interest to me. found in Canada 
high aims and real achievement. While 
Canada is developing her own nationhood she 
looks to develop it within that wider com- 
munity of nations which forms the British 
Empire. 

“Canada is a land of good wages end 
unlimited possibilities. It has been built up 
primarily by British capital, British brains, 
and skill. The secret of success is British 
character—the will to work and to confront 
difficulties and hardship and surmount them 
In a spirit of self-reliance. 


SOCIALIST DOCTRINES. 

“1 shrink from reflecting what would have 
been the fate of Canada if the early settlers 
had relied on the Socialist doctrine of 
nationalisation, instead of the old Scottish 
qualities which have brought such great 
prosperity. It is a striking contrast to come 
back from Canada to our own country. There 
are leaders here who are not satisfied to 
seek the millennium unless they can get it 
by methods of Communism. It is a long 
way from Canada to Communism, but it is a 
very short way from:Communism to disaster. 
Why cannot we co-operate with one another? 
“It was threat of turmoil that caused most 
of our difficulties last year. If Socialists and 
those who want turmoil had their way, they 
would lead us into a desert land. I had 
hoped the improvement in our position would 
have been more marked than it is. There 
has been considerable improvement, and there 
is no cause for pessimism. 


LOOKING TO LABOUR LEADERS. 
“There is great room for development in 
our own Empire. _ I believe that with our 
initiative, and the spirit now growing up in 
the country, we may look to securing our 
share of the benefits of an increasing demand. 
We must, meet changing conditions as our 
forefathers did in the past. The success of 
our eficrts will be jeopardised if there should 
be any renewal of widespread stoppages of 
work. The absence of these is an essential 
condition of stable recovery, I hold the 
views I expressed before last year’s troubles 
with unshaken faith. 
“I should be concerned about our future 
if I felt that there was that degree of anta- 
gonism in the workshops which has been 
suggested. I am glad the railways have 
given the lead in co-operation. The leaders 
of the Trade Union Congress, which will 
meet in Edinburgh, can exercise great in- 
fluerice on the prosperity or adversity of the 
country. I believe the majority of our 
people have had enough of these forest fires 
of industrial upheaval raging in the land. 
That is the real road to a century of 
degradation. i 

‘ Any fool can set fire to a forest or a cit 
who can never plant a tree or build a house. 
I look’ to the leaders of thé Trade Union 
Congress to give a lead for national 
prosperity.”’

The attempts at Prayer Book revision, now 
before. the nation, will not encourage the 
hope that any ,process of re-statement at the 
Phe As time would be satisfactory to 

odernists, said the Bishop of Birmingham, 
Dr. Barnes, :preaching at Birmingham Cathe- 
dral yesterday. Its concessions to supersti- 
tions rejected at. the Reformation,. he said, 
rightly alarmed the older Evangelicals. 
Modernists deplored its failure to remove 
many..of those stumbling. blocks to ‘faith, 
which were common topics of conversation 
whenever religion was discussed in college 
rooms. Because it appeased impossible at 
resent to get a satisfactory re-statement of 
faith, Modernists had to be content to re-in- 
terpret old formulg in the my of modern 
knowledge, but young men and women widely 
regarded the need for such ee as 
a scandal. It was a barrier to church mem- 
bership, and it continued to prevent many 
suitahie men from coming forward for ordi- 
nation. 

THE CONFERENCE. 

Referring to the conference of Modern 
Churchmen in Birmingham during the past 
week, the Bishop said that it was but a few 
years since Modernists were suspect in the 
Church of England. It was ¢lear that they 
now felt themselves not merely tolerated, but 
necessary, in order that the Church might 
win once again the respect of educated 
opinion. ‘‘We now need,” he said, “an 
extensive re-formulation of dogma and of 
the language of many of our prayers. If we 
are to appeal successfully alike to the 
spiritual instincts and to the reason of our 
young people the doctrine of the Cross re- 
quires revision. The doctrine of the Incarna- 
tion is so often presented that its rejection is 
natural.”’ 

Modernism, the Bishop concluded, had 
reached a stage where those who accepted 
its principles and methods must steadily 
versevere in commending them to the

From Revuter’s CoRRBSPONDENT. 
BRUSSELS, Sunday. 
A simple but very moving ceremony took 
lace at Zeebrugge to-day when the Memorial 
ablet in memory of Lieutenant R. D. 
Sandford, V.C., and the crew of the British 
submarine, C3, was unyeiled. The ceremony, 
which was favoured by brilliant weather, 
attracted a large number of visitors from the 
in the neighbour- 
They were present side by side with 
the relatives of the men who took part in 


the exploit, who bad come over from England 


for the unveiling. 

In the morning a party of men who sur- 
vived the great feat of St. George’s Day, 
1918, flowers on the graves of those of 
their comrades-in-arms whose bodies were not 
taken to Dover for burial. 

At 10 o'clock, to the roar of guns, the 
party, joined by Government representatives 
and British and Belgian officers, marched in 

rocession, ‘headed by a Belgian military 

nd, towards the Mole where, in April, 
1918, the submarine C3, loaded with hich 
explosives, was driven into the piles. 
posite the memorial a special stand had 
been erected for the guests of honour, and 
numerous British and Belgian flags’ floated 
side by side. Among those present were M. 
Anseele,- the Minister of Railways and 
Marine; Major Van Den Hoofstaden, repre- 
senting the Minister of National Defence ; 
Admiral Fyler, Captain J. M. Pipam, ‘British 
Naval Attaché in Paris and Brussels; Genera! 
de Bailleul, the Governor of Dunkirk, repre- 
senting the French Government ; Commandant 
Chabris, Captain Goodland, of the; Imperial 
War Graves Commission; the harbour master. 
and a deputation of ex-Servicemyen from 
Bruges and Ostend. 
SURVIVORS TAKE PART. 

When the distinguished visitors had taken 
their places, amid loud cheers from the crowd 
of spectators, four members of the crew of 
the C3—Chief Petty Officer Harner, Petty 
Officer Cleaver, Engine-room Artificar Rox- 
burgh, and Stoker Petty Officer Beda¥l—took 
their position before the memorial amd the 
ceremony began. 

After a bugle call had been sounded, Colonel 
G. Stinghlamber, the Belgian officer who 
initiated the fund for the erection of the 
tablet, thanked the visitors for coming in 
such numbers, and apologised for the ahsence 
of the sculptor of the memorial, M. Pienre de 
Soete. 

The memorial, said Colonel Stinghlamber, 
bore witness to the glorious action which was 
fought on the Mole, with all its bloodshed, 
all its heroism and all ‘its self-sacrifice. On 
that day the Royal Navy wrote the noblest 
page of its whole history. 

Colonel Stinghlamber spoke of the work 
done by his committee in raising the funds 
for the memorial, and concluded by recounting 
in vivid terms the great epic of St. George s 


Day, 1918. 
THE UNVEILING, 

The four members of the crew of the C3 
then released the flags covering the memorial, 
while British, Belgian and French National 
Anthems were played. “God Save the 
King ” was afterwards sung again by the 
British representatives and visitors. : 

M. Anseele then handed to the four mem- 
bers of the crew of the C3 medals commemo- 
rating the occasion. 

Flowers were laid at the foot of the 
Memorial, and the officers and representa- 
tives of the various Governments took, up 
positions in front of the tablet, while 
Admiral Fyler spoke a few words of thanks, 
addressed in particular to the committee 
which had collected the’ funds for the 
Zeebruggé Memorial. 

The bugles once more blew the call to 
arms and the reveille, followed by the 
National Anthems of the countries repre- 


foot of the Memorial by a deputation of 
various patriotic associations. 

A minute’s silence was then observed, after 
which the gathering broke up, the' British 
representatives and the various notable.

eebrigge Museum, where one of the™ aij 
vivors recounted to them .once more the?

THE INSCRIPTION. 

The inscription on the Memorial runs as 
follows :— 

“ At this spot Lieutenant .R. Douglas 
Sandford, V.C., R.N., drove the submarine 
C3, loaded with fifteen tons of high explo- 
sives, into the piles, and blew a breach 150 
feet wide.” 

The tablet, which is eight feet high, is 
made of bronze, mounted in grey stone, and 
depicts the scene at the moment of the ex- 

losion. Rising from the smoke appears the 
ge of a woman pointing with her right 
hand over the sea to England and holding in 
her left the Victoria Cross, which was 
awarded to Lieutenant Sandford in recogni- 
tion of his act. 

Lieutenant Sandford lived onl . 
months after his exploit, dying the following 
November from typhoid fever. 

MEMORIES OF THE C3. 

At an official luncheon after the ceremony, 
at which the survivors of the heroic raid and 
the various distinguished visitors to the cere- 
mony were present, M. Anseele, the Minister 
df Railways and Marine, recalled the fact 
that the German submarines, during the last 
fatal year of the war, endangered not only 
the British Fleet, but also the mercantile 
fleet, which brought food to millions of 
people innocent of the war. If, after the 
month of April; fewer women and children 
were killed by German submarines, it was 
to those who took part in that memorable 
raid that the fact was in great mesure due. 
The Minister concluded by congratulating 
afresh the sailors who had covered themselves 
with glory on that day. 

HISTORIC WATCH. 

Mr. Scott, in the name of the Zeebrugzge 
Survivors’ Association, expressed his thanks 
to the Belgian authorities, and Mr. Jakes, 
Secretary of the Association, handed over to 
the Zeebrugge Museum the keys of the sub- 
marine the watch used by Lieutenant 
Sandford in giving the signal for the explo- 
sion. 

Captain Pipon thanked the Belgian authori- 
ties and others responsible, on behalf of the 
British Embassy, and General de Bailleul 
spoke a few words on behalf of the French 
Army. Several other speeches were made, 
and the luncheon concluded amid great 


enthusiasm.
